Describe present and historic physical appearance. 

The Panpey Callaway House is located  i n  a :  h i s t o r i c a l l y  black s e c t i o n  of E l l i s t o n ,  
which is east of t h e  town, located along t h e  North Fork of t h e  Roanoke River. The 
br ick  hcuse t a k e s  t h e  r e g i o n a l l y  poplar vernacular  two-story, s ingle-pi le ,  center-  
passage form. I t  f e a t u r e s  many d e t a i l s ,  l a r g e l y  a rcha ic  by t h e  t i m e  t h e  house was 
b u i l t ,  which r e i n f o r c e  t h e  t r a d i t i o n a l  i d i a n  used by t h e  builder-owner. The seven- 
course American-bond b r i c k  house has a three-bay, symmetrical p r i n c i p a l  ( south)  
facade wi th  t h e  e n t r y  door i n  t h e  cen te r  equipped wi th  s i d e l i g h t s  and t ransan.  
The six-over-six double-hung s a s h  windows and t h e  door a r e  headed with s o l d i e r  
course  segmental arches. Basement ven t s  ( an  e a r l y  t o  mid-nineteenth-century f e a t u r e  
t y p i c a l l y )  are segmentally arched with v e r t i c a l  i r o n  bars. There are two on t h e  f r o n t  
t o  t h e  e a s t  of t h e  e n t r y  and one t o  t h e  w e s t .  The house is equipped with s l i g h t l y  
projec t ing  chimneys on each gab le  end. These chimneys do no t  a c t u a l l y  se rve  f i r e -  
places; as chimneys of similar form would have i n  t h e  e a r l y  t o  mid-nineteenth cen- 
t u r y ,  b u t  only  c a r r y  s t o v e  f l u e s  from each room. Another unusual, tradition ally^ 
insp i red  f e a t u r e  are t h e  four- l ight  casement windows f lanking t h e  chimneys i n  each 
gable. The roof overhangs on a l l  s i d e s  so t h a t  t h e  r ake  boards a r e  no t  f l u s h  with 
t h e  end w a l l s  as would have been t h e  case during e a r l i e r  periods,  and t h e  exposed 
r a f t e r  ends on t h e  f r o n t  and rear are not  t y p i c a l  of e a r l i e r , t r a d i t i o n a l  buildings.  
A one-story, b r i c k  veneer frame ell w a s  added by t h e  p resen t  owners. I t  incorpora tes  
amenclosed porch along t h e  w e s t  s ide .  The f r o n t  e n t r y  is s h e l t e r e d  by a hipped 
porch r w f  supported on modern wrought-iron members. 

Ins ide ,  t h e  house follows t h e  simple decora t ive  forms t y p i c a l  of t h e  e a r l y  twen t i e th  
century. An open-str inger stair rises conventionally i n  t h e  passage. The west room 
on t h e  second f l o o r  has  been subdivided i n  recent  years  t o  creat a bathrocm. The 
window a t  t h e  head of t h e  stairs was at one t ime a door, i n d i c a t i n g  some s o r t  of 
earlier wing o r  ell. The house has a f u l l  basement. 

A p a i r  of maples f l a n k  t h e  f r o n t  walk, and a modern, noncontributing garage is located  
t o  t h e  nor theas t  of t h e  hcuse. The house is i n  good condi t ion ,  a n d - a l l  o r i g i n a l  
f e a t u r e s  a r e  i n t a c t .

The proper ty  is s i g n i f i c a n t  under c r i t e r i o n  C as an unusual late example or a 
t r a d i t i o n a l  form of dwell ing wi th  sane  f e a t u r e s  and details assoc ia t ing  t h e  build- 
ing  with e a r l i e r  periods.  Approximately 117 s ingle-pi le ,  two-story, center-passage 
houses were surveyed i n  t h e  county t h a t  postdated 1865, and 270 £ram t h e  post-1880 
periods w e r e  i d e n t i f i e d  i n  s t u d i e s  using a typology. Of these ,  no o the r  e a r l y  twen- 
t ie th-century  hcuse re t a ined  t h e  f e a t u r e s  of e a r l i e r  examples t o  t h e  degree t h a t  
t h i s  house does. The house suggests  an unusual i d e n t i f i c a t i o n  with t r a d i t i o n a l  forms 
on t h e  p a r t  of t h e  bu i lde r ,  f o r  reasons which a r e  not e n t i r e l y  c l e a r .  I t  is cer-  
t a i n l y  one of t h e  most subs tan tza l  houses b u l l t  f o r  a black owner i n  Montganery 
County before  1920. 

Paupey Callaway was an  ex-slave f r a n  Franklin County (where t h e r e  i s  a community 
ca l l ed  Callaway). Based on l o c a l  t r a d i t i o n ,  Callaway spent  many years cons t ruct ing  
t h e  house be fo re  its completion i n  1910. He had been t h e  s l a v e  o f ,  and t r a d i t i o n  
suggests  a nephew o f ,  a M r .  Callaway i n  Franklin County. H e  w a s  employed as a sta- 
t i o n  worker i n  E l l i s t o n .  The house is s a i d  t o  have been modelled on t h e  hane of 
his former master. 

Callaway b u i l t  t h e  house on weekends and would crush  s h a l e  and c l a y  i n  a " h o r s e  
mill", pack t h e  substance i n  molds made by a M r .  Wells, and f i r e  it i n  a k i l n  near 
t h e  house. Water f o r  t h e  brickmaking was drawn from a forty-foot  wel l  n i g h t l y  (Hen- 
d r i c k s )  . 
Minor a l t e r a t i o n s  t o  t h e  house have not  had an impact on its s i g n i f i c a n t  form and 
d e t a i l i n g .  The a d d i t i o n  of a b a t h r o m  on t h e  second f l o o r  and t h e  cons t ruct ion  of 
t h e  e l l  s e rve  t o  make t h e  house a func t iona l  modern dwelling without canpromising 
its h i s t o r i c a l  f ea tu res .  The noncontributing garage sits wel l  back £ran t h e  house, 
and t h e  e l l  is located  t o  t h e  r e a r  of t h e  house, and t h e s e  addit ionsdo not d e t r a c t  
from t h e  s e t t i n g .
